Pucure plans include publication of plays for children. In addition, 
extension of the use of the highly popular puppet show to rural evangelism 
was discussed and publication of scenarios for puppéts and a study-training 
group in puppeteering was recomirended. Other suggestions were the sending 
of youth drama caravans to rural churches and the eventual development of 
&@ first-rate, commercial Christian drama group. The possibility of using 

the popular Japanese techniques of ballads and story-telling in rural 
evangelism was discussed, as well as the fornation of guilds of Christian 
artists and musicians. 


; Film-loan Library 


: Rev. T. Yamakita reported that AVaCO's library now contains 450 film 

_ strips Wrach were used 3,493 times in 1953. Especially significant was 
the fact that during this year Japanese users have come to far out-number 
missionaries. 


The number of 16 .m.m. films, too, has steadily risen, as well as 
tapes in Japanese to accompany these. One pressing need is a coimmercial~ 
guality sound recorder for films, both for putting Japanese seund tracks 
On western films and the production of films in Japan. 


» ° Other suggestions included the need for film strips on Japanese church 
»life, on Japanese moral problems such as’ sex, drinking, etc., A series 
on the history of Japanese Christianity was suggested as a part of the 
Centennial Celebration.
